Hepperman was 
found guilty of first-degree murder 
and her punishment fixed at life 


imprisonment today by a Franklin 
County Cireuit Court jury at 
Union. She was charged with 
poisoning her husband, Tony, 
Wentzville farmer, who married 
her five weeks before his death, 

Mrs. Hepperman stared without 
expression at the jury as the ver- 
dict was read. The jury had delib- 
erated 9 hours and 45 minutes, re- 
ceiving the case at 5:20 yesterday 
afternoon and taking recesses for 
dinner, sleep and breakfast. 

The State asked for the death 
penalty in its final arguments yes- 
terday. Judge Ransom A. Breuer 


‘instructed that the only possible 


verdict were guilty with the death 
penalty, guilty with life imprison- 
ment, or not guilty. 

Attorneys for Mrs. Hepperman 
were allowed 14 days to file a mo- 
tion for a new trial. 

More Than 25 Ballots. 

More than 25 ballots were taken 
before the jury reached a decision, 
one juror reported, The jury agreed 
that she was guilty on the first 
ballot, he said, and on the second 
ballot 10 voted for life imprison- 
ment and two for the death pen- 
alty. After five more ballots the 
vote was 11 to 1 for life imprison- 
ment, but at least 20 more votes. 
wére taken before the twelfth juror 
agreed, he said.

Ships Packed to Rails. Off

CAIRO, May 2 (AP).—The Brit- 
ish navy accomplished the “impos- 
sible” in rescuing more than 40,000 

imperial troops from Greece. 
Military and naval experts de- 
clared it couldn’t be done, Veteran 
officers who had lived through the 
Dunkerque retreat said the flight 
from Greece was infinitely more 


difficult—that the Royal Navy 
could be proud of getting @ single 
shipload of men safely away 
through the rain of bombs the 
Nazis were pouring on the ships. 
But, it was done. 

I know, for I walked the deck 
with soldiers who got away and 
saw columns .of sturdy craft, 
packed to the rails with imperial 


town _in the Peloponnesus after 
fleeing from the ruins of Yugo- 
Slavia's capital and down through 
bomb-wrecked Greece. 

Here in Cairo, I am witnessing 
the final chapter of what may go 
down in the fecords as one of the 
greataést feats of the British navy. 

Ships were lost. Men were lost, 
but the total dead are infinitesimal 
in comparison with the predictions 
of experts who sized up the tre- 
mendous obstacles at first hand. 
The Germans had numerous air 
bases close by—on the Greek main- 
land, in defeated Yugoslavia, in the 
heel of Italy, on the Italian island 
of Rhodes, in the Dodecanese is- 
lands and in Bulgaria. 

Then there was the threat of the 
Italian fleet. One Greek army had 
capitulated. -German motorized 
columns were sweeping down from 


; the North, held back only by fierce- 


ly resisting rearguard units which 
were vastly outnumbered, 


Troops’ Morale Still High. 
From what I saw as I came 
down through Greece and joined 
the waiting troops on jetties and 
watched the astonishing mechanics 
of the embarkation, I know the 
navy didn’t stop to ask the odds 
against it—it just went ahead and 
cleaned up the job. 

I talked with many soldiers, dur- 
ing the zigzag crossing and their 
morale was amazingly high. 
They're on their way to fight once 
more, Australians, . Canadians, 
New Zealanders and Englishmen 
all said they were eager to get at 
it again, - 

There.-was — hilarity aboard 
my ship-one night when a Berlin 
radio broadcast announcer boast- 
ed that not a single. British.sol- 
dier who had fought in Greece 
would get away to fight again.

CAIRO, May. 2 (AP).—A British 
counterattack in one sector of 
Tobruk’s outer defenses cost Axis 
, attackers’ 11 tanks and many cas- 
ualties and fighting still is in prog- 
ress in other sectors around that 
Libyan port, the Middle East com- 
mand reported today. 


“Throughout yesterday the 
enemy continued to attack the 
outer defenses of Tobruk,” the 


communique said, indicating the 
tank charge took place a day ago. 

Royal Air Force airmen dived 
into swarms of German stukas and 
fighters raiding Tobruk and shot 
down three of the raiders, the air 
command announced today. 

In addition to protecting the im- 
perial forces, the R. A. F. blasted 
Axis communications and troop 
concentrations yesterday, and last 
night bombarded Bangasi, the com- 
munique said. A vessel was report- 
ed set afire and a munitions dump 
exploded in the latter operation. 

Benina, near Bengasi, was sub- 
jected to another assault and near 
Acroma, in the Tobruk area, the 
R. A. F. command said, many 
trucks were hit, causing casual- 
ties among the Italians and Ger- 
mans. 


The Briish reported that patrol 


action continued in the area of 
Sollum, over the frontier in Egypt, 
about 90 miles east of Tobruk. 


Military circles in London. said 
they were confident the Tobruk 
garrison could hold out until Gen. 
Sir Archibald P. Wavell’s forces 
gather strength to resist the Axis’ 
thrust into Egypt. 


Budapest Hears Nazis Have 50,000 
Troops in Libya. 

NEW YORK, May 2 (AP).—The 
Hungarian radio said last night 
that reports received in Budapest 
indicated there now were 50,000 
German troops in Libya. 


Nazis Report Bombers Silenced 
Batteries at Tobruk. 


BERLIN, May 2 (AP).—Strong 
Cerman and Italian air units re- 
peatedly bombed fortifications 
about Tobruk, the high command 
reported today. 

British batteries were reported 
silenced and heavy explosions set 
off in Pilastrino fortress and near- 
by munitions dumps.

GERMANS RENEW

Appearance There Would 
‘Directly Disturb Inter- 
ests of Greater Reich,’ 
Commentary Says. 


BERLIN, May 2 (AP).—The 
American flag in the European 
war zone would “directly disturb 
the interests of greater Germany,” 
in ‘the opinion of semi-official 
Nazi sources. 

Dienst Aus Deutschland, com- 
mentary close to the Wilhelm- 
strasse; in a summary of German 
contentions, placed this point first. 

“Never has the Reich pursued 
any other policy in the Western 
Hemisphere than that of legiti- 
mate commercial objectives,” 
Dienst added. “There are no 
grounds. for trouble between two 
peoples unless one intentionally 
seeks them.”

Official to Direct War In- 
dustries — Premier 
Merges Transport and 
Shipping Ministries. 


LONDON, May 2 (AP).—Prime 
Minister Winston Churchill an- 
swered critics of his. ad- 
ministration today by  shak- 


ing up his Cabinet and nam- 
ing his minister of aircraft pro- 
duction, Lord Beaverbrook, to the 
newly-created post of minister of 
stzte with the apparent intention 
of making him virtual dictator of 
Britain’s wartime industries. . 

In line with this move, Churchill 
merged the ministries of shipping 
and transport and entrusted _ the 
important new. portfolio of war- 
time communications to 57-year-old 
Frederick James Leathers—virtu- 
ally a political unknown — who 
simultaneously was made a ‘Baron. 

J. T. C. Moore-Brabazon, former 
minister of transport, was .mamed 
to succeed Beaverbrook as minis- 
ter of aircraft production. Ronald 
H. Cross, relieved of the post of 
minister of shipping, was appoint- 
ed high commissioner to Australia. 

These changes, generally com- 
mended by the press—which has 
been insisting that “new men ob- 
viously have become necessary for 
more efficient conduct of the 
war’—came as Churchill] prepared 
to face Parliament next week in a 
debate on British reverses in 
Greece afd North Africa.

WITH THE BRITISH EXPE- 
RIVED AT CAIRO FROM 
GREECE, May 2 (AP).—New war 
material pouring into Africa in re- 
cent weeks—much of it American- 
made—offsets the loss of equip- 
ment in Greece, British sources 
said today. 

The British commander-in-chief, 
Gen. Sir Archibald P. Wavell, is 
losing no time in re-organization 
of his armies for any German move 
in this end of the Mediterranean. 

It was pointed out that much of 
the army which conquered Italian 
East Africa now is free for new 
action, alongside the divisions re- 
turned from Greece. 

Red Sea Route. 

(The newly arriving American 
supplies may have reached Egypt 
by way of the Red Sea, which 
President Roosevelt has opened to 
American shipping by declaring it 
out of the war zone.) 

Thousands of the British, Au- 
stralian ahd New Zealand troops 
withdrawn from Greece already 
are in the line for defense of the 
Middle East against the swelling 
German contingents in Africa. 

With the Nazis now ii0re ex- 
tensively lodged along the Medi- 
terranean shores and in islands 
off the Turkish coast, Gen. Wavell 
must keep a sharp eye on the 
north as well as on direct action 
along the ‘Sollum and Tobruk 
fronts, near the Egyptian-Libyan 
fronts. 

He is facing perhaps his great- 
est test with the confidence of his 
staff and troops unbounded. 

When the Balkan expedition 
was decided upon he understood 
it and did, in the soldiers’ view, 
everything to make the German 
victory costly. 

Developments such as the col- 
lapse of the Yugoslav army and 
the destruction of Piraeus harbor 
in Greece changed the whole Bal- 
kan situation for him. 

Sobered by Greece.

British Equipment Losses. 

The British left behind in Greece 
perhaps 8000 tanks and trucks and 
many first-line planes, a loss which 
they believe to be more. than bal- 
anced by the far heavier Gerntan 

‘losses of similar equipment. 

Most of the British tanks never 
got away from the Mount Olympus 
line, where they were wrecked or 
destroyed after inflicting severe 
losses on the Germans. 

The Royal Air Force saved —* 
of its pilots, but great nume 
superiority in the air enabled the 
Nazi flyers to bomb the R. A. F. 
planes to bits when they were on 
the ground and unoccupied. The 
British estimated they had downed 
about 10 per cent of the German

Here is the way the 
escaped:

CAIRO, May 2 (AP). .

St. John, missing since the 
German army invaded Yugo-, 
slavia and blasted communica- 
tions, was slightly wounded in 
the leg by machine-gun fire, 
presumably from a German 
plane.

lian troops, civilian refugees and 
130 German prisoners, I left Pi- 
raeus on the last boat out of that 
port of Athens. Our little boat, 
jammed with nearly 1000 persons, 
left the harbor at night, shortly 
before midnight, and got clear just 
as the Germans bombed the port 
for the fourth time in 24 hours. 

Piraeus already was a jungle of 
broken and twisted wreckage when 
we left, threading our way through 
channels strewn with German air- 
borne mines. 

Arriving at Crete by noon, we 
found our port there under steady 
German and Italian air attack. I 
saw one ship go down in seven 
minutes, but our own was not 
touched. 

Going ashore, we learned that 
King Geerge II of Greece, the Pre- 
mier and the royal household had 
arrived in Crete in a British plane 
April 23. 

There were no arrangements for 
receiving royalty, but a _ station 
wagon was obtained and in it the 
monarch was driven for four and 
one-half hours over Crete’s rough 
mountain roads to his destination. 


Crete’s Defenses. 


Officers of the Allied commands 
with whom I talked said that Brit- 
ish and Greek troops landed in 
Crete would defend it against in- 
vasion. 

A British General told me Crete 
could and would be held, and the 
Greeks agreed, pointing out that 
the rugged isiand, ribbed by four 
mountain ranges with scarcely any 
level ground, lends itself to de- 
féense. 

The only harbor suitable for 
large vessels—Suda Bay—was de- 
veloped as a British naval base 
months ago. The island, 160 miles 
long and ranging from seven to 35 
miles wide, lies only 60 miles off 
the southernmost tip of Greece 
and 110 miles from the nearest 
cape of Turkey. 

Since King George arrived, Crete 
has been the goal of hundreds of 
Greek soldiers who scorned sur- 
render and crowded aboard ships. 


Greeks Stay in Crete. 


The crew of the Greek ship in 
which I escaped from Greece with 
many Greek civilians chose to re- 
main in Crete rather than continue 
to Egypt. Part of the British ex- 
peditionary force was left in Crete 
after escaping from the mainiand; 
the rest was returned to Egypt. 

The crew of our Greek ship did 
not want to go farther, so most of 
the refugees were taken to a camp 
ashore. The Australians and [I 
stayed aboard for another day, 
then came on to Egypt on an oil 
tanker. — 

Sitting atop 6000 tons of oil at 
sea with dive-bombers playing 
about overhead does not induce 
calm nerves but nothing serious 
happened. 

Cloudy days are rare at this 
time of the year in the Mediterra- 
nean, but we got one overcast sky, 
with a bitter wind and a cold, 
piercing rain. 

“Nice cloudy day, sir,” said the 
mate to the captain as gray dawn 
arrived. Everybody laughed. It 
was nice weather for us, because 
bombers could not find us, and we 
came safely through to Egypt.

When this decision was made, 
the British had just installed them- 
selves on the so-csiled Ther- 
mopylae line, an elliptical front 
running from Thermopylae on the 
Aegean to a point near the ancient 
Oracle of Delphi on the Gulf of 
Corinth. 

Orderly Withdrawal. 

The withdrawal to this line had 
been most orderly, despite terrific 
and constant German air attacks. 

I was in the withdrawal with 
British, Australian and New Zea- 
land troops falling back in their 
vehicles behind covering forces. 
They were somewhat chastened by 
the fury of the German attacks 
which drove them from the Mount 
Olympus line, but still were grimly | 
determined to defend the new posi- 
tions. 

It had been planned to make an 
intermediate stand north of Lamia, 
but this was abandoned primarily 
because of the danger of Germans 
landing airplane troops and para- 
chutists on the plain just to the 
south. 

The Germans did use air-borne 
troops but did not succeed in land- 
ing them behind th< British lines. 
They resorted to parachutists later 
to grab the single bridge over the 
Corinthian Canal to keep the Brit- 
ish from blowing it up, and also 
landed troops by plane in the 
Peloponnesus later. 

This speeded up their penetra- 
tion of Southern Greece, but it had 
little effect on the British, who by 
that time had mostly withdrawn. 

Thermopylae Stand. 

Thermopylae itself, which is a 
shelf of land: between the cliffs 
and the sea, was filled with barbed 
wire and tank traps. 

We tarried there long enough to 
bathe in the hot springs from 
which the place takes its name— 
the “hot gates.” 

Strong positions were taken up 
on the main road farther west, 
and other British imperial troops 
dug in on the rugged mountains 
which formed the rest of that line. 

But no great “modern battle of 
Thermopylae” ever was fought. 
Instead, the pass was held merely 
by covering parties for the evac- 
uation line, and there was no truly 
major contact between the British 
and Germans after the withdrawal] 
from the Olympus sector. 

Had te Move by Night. 

The German air attacks on all 
the roads were so heavy that most 
of the withdrawals were by night. 
The nights of April 22 and 23 
were moonless. This, together with 
the fact that the earlier Olympus 
withdrawals were achieved on two 
rainy nights which_kept the Ger- 
mans out of the air, was of tre- 
mendous importance to the British.

ALEXANDRIA, May 2. — How

A heavy 
bomb sank a transport—the ship 
best provided with flat-bottomed 
boats which we would need at 
Nauplia. But that night we got 
the troops to the various ships: 
960 on one, 500 on another, 408 on 
another, 704 on mine and a num- 
ber we could never find out, be- 
cause bombers scored a hit just 
before the bridge the following 
day, sinking her, on still another.

About $1,000,000 worth of the 
two larger series of bonds, of from 
$100 to $10,000 maturity value, were 
sold to investors in the St. Louis 
area yesterday, it was estimated 
by F. Guy Hitt, first vice-president 
of the Federal Reserve Bank. 
Hitt. was unable to estimate the 
sale by banks of the smallest se- 
ries, $25 to $1000. He said ‘the 
bank had issued $5,500,000 worth 
of these to financial institutions in 
the Eighth Federal Reserve Dis- 
trict. Returns of sales have not 
yet begun to come in to the issuing 
bank, he said. 

First day ‘sales of the smallest 
series of bonds at postoffices in 
the area amounted to $45,525, it 
was announced by Postmaster Ru- 
fus W. Jackson. Defense Postal 
Savings Stamps worth $25,414 were 
also sold yesterday. These stamps 
do not. bear interest, but may be 
accumulated and converted into 
the interest bearing bonds. 

Mail order and counter sales of 
bonds of the smallest denomina- 
tion by the Federal Reserve Bank 
here yesterday amounted to more 
than $20,000.

CAPITAL D LADUE THWARTS 


County City Can Have Postoffice. 


Efforts of residents of Ladue, St. 
Louis County, to get a postoffice 
of their own have been balked by 
the existence in Henry County, 
near the west edge of Missouri, of 
LaDue, a town of 42 inhabitants. 
Mail for the St; Louis suburb 
(population 3981) frequently goes 
to LaDue, and mail addressed to 
the Henry County hamlet some- 
times comes to the Clayton branch 
of the St. Louis Postoffice, which 
handles mail for Ladue.

Willkie gave “a practical, specific 
plan,” in reply to Lindbergh's re- 
quest for plans. 

He declared-that “we will not 
have peace merely because politi- 
cians shout peace or as an answer 
to our great desire. Neither you 
nor I, nor the President nor Mr. 
Lindbergh will decide the matter. 
The question of peace or war will 
be decided by Mr, Adolf Hitler, and 
he will answer that question as 
suits his best interests, irrespective 
of what we do. 

Totalitarianism on Freedom. 
“The totalitarian method of gov- 
ernment, of production, of econom- 
ics and trade will dominate the 
world tomorrow, or else the demo- 
cratic method of free men, free 
enterprise, enlarged trade areas 
and high standards of living is go- 
ing to rule.” 

“We cannot escape this struggle 
‘by locking ourselves within our 
boundaries, living on defeatism, 
negation and isolation...” 


Willkie’s views were indorsed 
editorially by Collier’s as “wise and 
right” and the magazine expressed 
approval of United States naval 
convoys for shipments to Britain. 

Willkie’s article reviewed the 
arguments of the isolationists and 
commented that “every one of us 
must acknowledge that the isola-

BUDAPEST, May 2 (AP).—The 
new independent state of Croatia, 
carved from the ruins of Yugo- 
}slavia, is a totaitarian state pat- 
terned to fit neatly into the Axis 
orbit. : 
It came into being almost at the 
same instant that German .ar- 


mored cars dashed into Zagreb 
April 10, four days after the Nazi 
invasion began. 


Among ‘the evidences of the 
character of the new state which 
I saw during my three weeks there 
were these: 


There is one political o

The head of this organization 
(apparently similar to the one- 
party system of Fascism) and the 
head of the Government is Dr. 
Ante Pavelic. The Zagreb press 
and radio began calling him 
“fuehrer of the Croat people” soon 
after he was named, 

The press, editorializing on dic- 
tatorship vs, democracy, concluded 
that Croatia was proud to join the 
ranks of the dictatorships. 

Measures Against Jews. 

It appeared that the new Gov- 
ernment will be as severe perhaps 
as any in Europe in dealing with 
Jews. Stern measures already 
have been taken. 

The geography of the new state 
is not clear, but it is expected to 
include about 5,000,000 persons, 
roughly a third of the population 
of Yugoslavia. 


Croatia is to have its own army 
and is to handle its own foreign 


matic corps. There are no signs 
of German troop withdrawals, and 
the Germans are co-operating in 
travel regulation and in safeguard- 
ing against disorders. 


Feeling against the Serbs is

Recount of ballots cast in the 
governorship election in Saline 
County led to discovery today that 
626 ballots were missing from a 
Sack which had been stored in a 
vault in the office of County Clerk 
C. W. Pipergat Marshall, Mo. 

The ballots were cast in the 
Second Ward at Sweet Springs. 
Poll. books showed there should 
have been 777 ballots, but when 
the sack was opened, only 151 
were found. 

In the November election, con- 
tested by Lawrence McDaniel, de- 
feated Democrat, Gov. Forrest C. 
Donnell received 493 votes and Mc- 
Daniel 282, in the precinct. 

Piper, a Democrat, super- 
vising the recount, said to a 
Post-Dispatch reporter he could 
not account for the disappearance 
of the ballots. He declined to say 
whether the sacks had been tam- 
pered with. From another source 
it was learned that when the sack 
Was removed from the vault, it 
bore no ward and precinct mark- 
ing. Piper obtained affidavits from 
two poll officials that the sack 
was sealed after the ballots were 
counted in November. 

Saline County is normally Dem- 
ocratic, but Sweet Springs usually 
goes Republican. The recount still 
is in progress in the county. 

752 Gained in St. Louis. © 


In St. Louis, Gov. Donnell has 
gainéd 752 votes, Republicans said 
today, after a third of the ballots 
@mst had been recounted. 

In the Twenty-sixth precinct of 
the Twelfth Ward, Republicans 
said, Gov. Donnell gained 137 votes, 
the langest in any precinct recount- 
ed so far. A Republican spokes- 
man indicated the Board of Elec- 
tion Commissioners would be asked 
to investigate that precinct and 
others in which Gov. Donnell’s to- 
tal on the recount was far above 
the vote credited to him in No- 
vember. 

Democrats conceded Gov. Don- 
nell had gained votes here but 
said the gain so far was about 250.

nation was better off out of the 
war even in the face of a possible 
Nazi .victory over Britain. 

. “There’s a tremendous advan- 
tage in freedom of trade, * he 
elaborated, “but if we had to we 
could become self-sufficient. It 
might be economically unfortu- 
nate, but not so unfortunate as 
bankrupting the whole United 
States. Jesse Jones said this week 
we were facing a 90 billion dollar 
deficit and at the gait we’re going 
it's more likely to be 190 billion 
dollars. 

“Once we start convoys, that 
means war. I’m taking the Presi- 
dent’s word for it. He said con- 
voys mean shooting, and shoot- 
ing means war. The President ap- 
parently is reluctant to get too far 
ahead of public opinion.” 

Clark charged that the Monroe 
Doctrine was being rapidly aban- 
doned. 

“The cardinal principle is that 
we shouldn’t interfere in the af- 
fairs of Europe, and that’s what 
we're doing.” 

He concluded that if Hitler con- 
quers Europe, “we're better off de- 
fending the United States that frit- 
tering away our supplies in Eu- 
rope.”

Organized last spring by Ameri- 
can business men of London, who 
gave the first group of ambu- 
lances, the corps, headed by the 
American, Gilbert Carr, now has 
14 ambulance centers in England. 
Its sleek, long, gray cars, distin- 
guished by a red stripe and “U. 8. 
A.” painted on their sides, streak 
through the sound and fury of 
the Nazi bombings. 


No Raid Too Dangerous 


These ambulances remove wound- 
ed from “front line casualty hos- 
pitals” to base hospitals in the 
countryside, or else, in cases of 
patients too badly hurt for travel, 
to nearby surgical cars. 4 

No night raid is too hazardous 
for this ambulance corps. As the 
Nazis rained hell on Plymouth, for 
the fifth night in 10 days, units 
rushed in to relieve sorely tried 
ambulances that were handicapped 
by serious damage to local hos- 
pitals. 

In token of gratitude, the Duke 
of Kent visited a unit in - Ton- 
bridge Wells, that had gone to the 
assistance of Southampton and 
Portsmouth when those ports 
were bombed. Carr will make a 
tour of inspection next week. He 
will visit the corps training head- 
quarters in Leeds, and units at 
Birmingham, Bristol, Cardiff and 
Manchester.

The 
situation certainly is not as criti- 
cal as certain observers recently 
have painted it for American 
newspaper readers. 

The most urgent immediate 
problem confronting China is not 
the Communist-Kuomintang crisis 
nor the inflationary trend, nor the 
blockade—though these are seri- 
ous. The most urgent immediate 


problem is the problem of rice. Is 


there enough to go around? 


This is the key question in 
China today. If it can be solved 
and if continued support and ma- 
terial assistance from America, 
Great Britain and Russia can be 
assured, there is little reason to 
doubt that the Chinese will con- 
tinue to be an important bastion 
ix the democratic front for an in- 
definite period. ‘ 


Poor Crop in Szechuan. 


No country can fight a war on 
a hollow stomach. A famine in 
China at this juncture could have 
grave consequences. Normally, 
the provinces of Free China pro- 
duce as much or more food: than. 
they require for their own needs, 
But last year Szechuan Province, 
the heart and soul of Free China 
and home of 52,000,000 people, had 
a rice crop only 61 per cent of 
normal. The effects of that short- 


age are only now being fully felt. — 


Rice prices in the Chinese capi- 
tal and other Szechuan centers had 
multiplied to 20 and 30 times their 
former level and there were days 
during my visit when rice could 
not be bought in Chungking at any 
price. 


There have been a few minor 
disturbances as a result of the rice

‘THE COUNTY MESS GROWS. = | 


Sixteen members of the St. Louis County Repub- 
lican Committee held a secret meeting Wednesday 
night to see what they could do about the, “terrible 
mess” in which their Republican County Court has 
maneuvered itself and the Republican party in the 
county as well. | 

This time it was the mysterious affair of the 
county's Mississippi River bridge again. What the 
Republican committee members could have talked 
about was the illuminating letter from the bridge. 
architect’s original engineer, George A. Maney, chair- 
man of Northwestern University’s department of 
civil engineering, which has curiously turned ‘up in 
the files of the St. Louis County Clerk. 

Wrote Mr. Maney to Marcel. Boulicault, $37,000 
architect for the bridge, two years ago: 

A four-lane bridge with ample allowance for 
all kinds of fees, including financing and 
interest during construction, could be built for 
$2,500,000. The cost, plus whatever right of way 
is necessary, should not exceed $1,800,000. [ 
don’t think we could add enough fees or contin- 
gencies of any kind to bring it up to $2,500,000. 
On the two-lane bridge, $1,500,000 would include 
everything. 

But $1,500,000 didn’t include everything on the 
two-lane bridge which the county is now construct- 
ing. For that matter, $2,500,000 didn’t either. The 
two-lane bridge--not four-lane, it is to be noted—is 
being financed with $2,600,000 in bonds. Something 
obviously is far out of joint somewhere. 

But still no statement from the County Court. 
Still no announcement of a meeting to go into 
charges of Associate Judges that they were not 
in on secret official acts of the Presiding Judge. 


Still no indication that the people’s business is to 


be treated as such. 

'Fortunately, an official inquiry is coming. A 
grand jury is to be calied for the term starting 
Monday to look into the whole dubious, suspicious 
tangle. Perhaps we can have a report on the Coun- 
ty Court’s stewardship then. 

Meantime, this affair should give two groups in 
particular something to think about. It should 
awaken St. Louis County residents, who have been 
thanking their stars they did not live in politically 
corrupt St. Louis, to the fact that all is not moon- 
light and roses in the county. And it should bring 
Republicans hereabouts to realize that the Democrats 
have no corner on questionable political deals.

AS TO A SECOND AJRPORT. 

A subcommittee of the Air Board of the St. Louis 
Chamber of Commerce has made a study of the St. 
Louis area with a view to recommending a site for 
a second airport to supplement that at Lambert-St. 
Louis Field. Its report is expected this month. 

Has the committee considered a passenger land- 
ing field and an airmail station in the flat country 
just south of East St. Lonis? Such a site would mean 
the minimum in both distance from downtown St. 
Louis and city traffic. It thus would save much 
time in getting passengers and mail to and from 
planes at St. Louis. Automobile running time to 
Cahokia from downtown St. Louis is approximately 
one-third of that to Lambert-St. Louis Field. 

Distance and time saved are not the only consid- 
erations, to be sure. But they are important ones 
in a form of transportation which takes to the skies 
to annihilate distance and cut hours into minutes. 
If the committee has not considered an airport vir- 
tually at the other end of St. Louis Municipal Bridge, 
we think it would be well advised to do so, 
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THE KREMLIN LOOKS WEST. 

The Russian people have been warned by Defense 
Commissar Timoshenko to be ready for the defense 
of their country. Speaking at the Communist party’s 
May day celebration, Timoshenko informed his lis- 
teners that Soviet Russia is prepared “to offer an 
annihilating rebuff to any encroachment by im- 
perialists” and that “the present international sit- 
uation is pregnant with all kinds of surprises.” 

These statements, following a series of diplomatic 
thrusts, arouse the suspicion that the eyes of the 
Kremlin are again turned with grave misgivings 
to the West. The Russian non-aggression pact with 
Japan was signed April 13. On April 29, the Gov- 
ernment announced that the transit of war materials 
through Russia had been forbidden. Pravda, the 
party organ, charged that 12,000 German troops 
equipped with tanks and artillery had landed-in Fin- 
land, 

Is it possible that Stalin is preparing for a firmer 
stand against Hitler? With the approaches to the 
Dardanelies controlled by German occupation of 
Greek islands in the Aegean Sea and with Mur-: 
mansk, Russia’s Northern seaport, susceptible of 
attack by a force stationed in Finland, the threat 
of Russia’s isolation from Europe and the Atlantic 
can become a reality. 

What action would be taken is known only to 
Stalin. But Russia waged a bloody war in Finland 
to gain protective territory and a naval outpost in 
the Baltic. ‘She seized Lithuania; Latvia, Estonia, 
part of Poland, Bessarabia and Northern Bucovina, 
all on the west, as a shield against the full impact’ 
of a Nazi blow. In view of these ¢vents, is not 
Timoshenko’s warning invested with significance? .

Many citizens do not agree with Col. Lindbergh's 
point of view. Whether they do or not, all must 
concur that he has conducted himself with the great- 
est propriety and dignity in stating his case. All 
his statements, whether in magazine articles, before 
a Senate committee or in public addresses, have 
been devoted to principles, not to personalities. 

There were scenes of rioting and fighting when

even though the circumstances of his resignation 
from the Air Corps Reserve have, in the meantime, 
increased the controversial tension over his name. 

“The Spirit of St. Louis” is synonymous with 
Lindbergh.

This is one of the city’s oldest tradi- 
tions. Lindbergh may no longer be a hero to many 
of the citizens who cheered him 14 years ago, but 
even if they now oppose his views, they still have the 
duty, prescribed both by democracy and courtesy, of 
giving him a fair hearing. 
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ACTION AT LAST ON TEACHERS’ PENSIONS. 

After being held up in the Education Committee 
of the Missouri Senate for two months, the St. 
Louis teachers’ and school employes’ pension bills 
have now been reported out favorably and placed 
on the calendar for perfection. The prospect is 
that Senate action can be had as soon as the spon- 
sors of the measures are ready for it. 

One of the reasons for the long delay is indicated 
by an amendment which prohibits the use of State 
funds in the plan for the pensions. Inasmuch as 
the bills provide that the benefits are to be financed 
by joint contributions of the St. Louis. Board of 
Education and its employes, this amendment mere- 
ly declares it to be the policy of the Legislature 
not to participate in a local pension system. It does 
not in any way affect this particular pension plan. 

The other amendment reduces the maximum re- 
tirement benefits from $1200 a year to $1000. What 
effect this will have on the actuarial features of 
the plan cannot be‘told until the sponsors give the 
change more study. But in any case, a reduction of 
$200 in the maximum benefits, even if retained, 
should not be allowed to hold up the launching of 
a school pension program, The thing for this Leg- 
islature to do is to permit St. Louis at long last 
to put’a-workable pension system in operation. 

Two St. Louis Senators are assisting this long- 
overdue permissive legislation in the Senate. Sen- 
ator Clinton T. Watson introduced the bills, and has 
said that he will call them up for consideration at an 
early date. Senator Myles P. Dyer is unqualified in 
his approval. It is time for the four other St. Louis 
Senators to declare their support for the guidance 
of outstate Senators. 
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TEAPOT TEMPEST, NOT TEAPOT DOME. 
The whole story of Secretary Ickes, “Tommy” Cor-

Now, whatever Mr. Ickes may have told Col. Knox 
by word of mouth, he made it clear that the only 
interest of his department in the proposal was in 
connection with the royalty rates paid to the Gov- 
ernment. “I believe,” he wrote to Col. Knox, “that 
the granting of a loan should be conditioned, among 
other things, on an upward revision of the Toyalty 
rates fixed in the- leases.” 

This, apparently, was the fruition of Corcoran’s 
efforts on behalf of his client. No doubt, Mr. Cor- 
coran was readily, able to get to Mr. Ickes and to 
other people in Washington. But there is nothing 
wrong in such a natural advantage so long as it is 
not used to the public detriment.

FOOD SHIP FROM U. 8.

Cross. 


MARSEILLE, May 2° (AP).— 
Marseille learned only today of the 
unheralded arrival yesterday of the 
American relief ship Leopold L. D. 


with a cargo of 8000 tons of flour 
and 102 tons of milk products to 
be ._ distributed in  unoctupied 
France by the American. Red 
Cross. 

No official reception was ar- 
ranged for.the ship and fo an- 
nouncement was made of its ar- 
rival. Because of the May day 
holiday, there were no dock work- 
ers on the pier and the ship’s crew 
had to handle their own shore 
lines. .. 

Red Cross Administrator Rich- 
ard Allen greeted the freighter’s 
master. 

(The Ile de Re, carrying a simi- 
lar cargo, sailed with the Leopold 
L. D. from New York for unoccu- 
pied France April 17. The vessels, 
French-owned and sailing under 
their own flag, were permitted to 
sail by arrangement with the 
United States.and British govern- 
ments. The cargoes were the gift 
of the United States Government 
to France through the Red Cross.) 

American Red Cross spokesmen 
said the flour would be distributed 
in the form of free bread, despite 
the Vichy Government's offer to 
buy the cargo. They estimated the 
flour would supply enough bread 
to keep the May ration in the un- 
occupied zone at the April level. 

The 13,600 tons of flour in the 
cargoes of the Leopold L. D. and 
the Ile de Re—expected to dock 
soon—will be distributed only in 
the five Mediterranean d 
ments where it is expected that 
flour stocks will be exhausted May 
5. A corresponding amount of 


flour of French origin will be re- 
leased to other departments for 
free distribution.

Cargo for Spain. 
MADRID, May 2 (AP).—The 
American Red Cross mission super- 
vising distribution of relief in 
Spain said today that the arrival 
of the Spanish freighter Navemar

It 
will be even more shocking if, in 
the light of that experience, Chris- 
tians do not insist that Christ be 
given a central place, not only in 
the thought and action of our day, 
but also in the making of a per- 
manently new world. 

“Ts there, however, any real and 
valid hope of realizing that objec- 
tive if we do not insist that Christ 
be given a more central place in 
the educational processes out of 
which. the thought and action of a 
permanently new world must 
come? Certainly it must cause 
wonder in the mind of God that 
Christians do not insist upon 
Christ being given a more central 
place in the educational processes, 
both in our tax-supported schools 
and in our Christian colleges.

WO men who spent years in 

the United States in industrial 
relations are largely respon- 

sible for the fact that Canbéion 


few strikes. 

They are Prime Minister Mac- 
kenzie King, who 30 years ago 
was the Dominion's Deputy Min- 
ister of Labor and who at that 
time originated the 


philosophy 
which evolved into the Industrial 


Disputes Investigation Act, and the 
present occupant of that position, 
Bryce M. Stewart. The latter, who 
is the executive head of the de- 
partment under the direction of 
the Labor Minister, Norman A. 
McLarty, spent 17 years in the 
United States, five of them for 
Sidney Hillman with Amalgamated 
Clothing Workers’ Union in Chi- 
cago. Among his intimates were 
Dr. Isador Lubin, United States 
Department of ‘Labor statistician, 
and Leon Henderson, recently ap- 
pointed Federal Price Administra- 
tor. 

There have been, of course, some 
strikes in Canada, but labor has 
continually shown every desire to 
co-operate in the war effort. 
Record of Strikes. : 
Here is the record: Loss in man- 
days through strikes in 1939 was 
224,588; in 1940 it was 266,218. The 
trend, however, is downward. For 
the first six months of 1940 the loss 
was 190,000 days, but in the last 
half of the year it dropped to 
76,000 days. In February, 1941, the 
figure was 7514 days, as compared 
with 12,749 days in February of 
the previous year. 

Decrease in the number of work 
days lost through strikes is due 
to several factors. As taxes have 
gone higher and the “beat-Hitler” 
motive has driven out the profit 
motive, labor has become con- 
vinced there is little or no profit- 
eering, no huge profits to be 
split. In 1914-18 there was a vi- 
cious race between the ascending 
spirals of wages and living costs. 
That time costs won, and labor 
took a beating. With the begin- 
ning of this war, the War-Time 
Prices and Trade Board began 
pegging prices, with the result that 
wages and prices thus far have 
stayed in line. The record by 


index numbers: 

1938. 1939., 1940. 
Cost of living 102.2.101.5 105.6 
Wages — — — 104.7 105.1 108.3 
In February of this year the 
cost ef living increased to 108.2. 
Thus the two lines on the eco- 
nomic chart have kept just about 
even. 


Strength of Law. 


The strength of the Industrial 
Disputes Investigation Act, the 
greatest factor in the control of 
strikes, lies in the fact that it is 
not coercive but depends on pub- 
lic opinion for its support. Em- 
ployers cannot have a lockout nor 
employes a strike without first 
notifying the Labor Minister. A 
three-man board then makes an 
investigation and the report is 
published in the Labor Gazette and 
the newspapers. After that, either 
side can do as it pleases. The 
time between the appointment of 
a board and the rendering of its 
report is the cooling-off period. 
It sometimes runs as long as six 
weeks. 

The board, in reaching its find- 
ings, is guided by this set of prin- 
ciples: Wages in 1926-29, which 
was Canada’s most prosperous 
peacetime period, were for their 
time considered reasonable. The 
cost of living was 12 per cent high- 
er then than in 1940. The wages 
for 1926-29 then may be considered 
as a yardstick, If the cost of liv- 
ing gets out of line, however, la- 
bor should receive bonuses propor- 
tionately. Public sentiment, based 
on a thorough knowledge of the 
facts, generally had upheld the 
findings of the investigating 
boards, Thus, there have been few 
lockouts and few strikes. As one 
official pointed out, there are a 
lot fewer persons in Canada than in 
the United States, and relations 
between management, . r and 
the public are much ‘more intimate. 
The public learns the. mer- 
its of a dispute; a nation at war 
has an uncanny faculty for mak- 
ing its opinions felt. Canada, of 
course, has not suffered from jur- 
isdictional strikes resulting from 
strife between the two labor 
groups, there being virtually no 
CIO strength in the Domnion. 
Other Factors. 


There are, of course, two other 
obvious reasons why there have 
been so few strikes: Labor's deter- 
mination to see the war waged to 
a victorious finish and the great 
increase in employment due to the 
expansion of the war effort. 

I would not wish to give the im- 
pression that Canadian labor sub- 
mits s to whatever treat- 
ment ig accorded it by manage- 
ment, because this is not true. On 
the other hand, I could not say 
there was fags militancy in its 
leadership. 

While I was "in 
Trades and Labor Congress, which 
is Canada’s dominant labor organ- 


ization and affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor, got 
up on its hind legs and Prime 
——— 
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there's international war 
throughout other parts of the 
world.” He thanked the congress 
for oman its memorandum 
and urged all Government heads 
to see that labor was resented 
fairly on all boards dealing with 
labor.matters. Having thus poured 
oil on troubled waters, he quietly 
sat down. And-the delegation from 
the labor congress, having had its 
say, quietly filed out. 
Did All They Could. 

It was, I think, probably all the 
delegation could do. Canada, im- 
mersed 100 per cent in the war 
effort, is not a fertile field for 
labor organizers at this time, one 
reason why CIO unions have had 
tough going north of the border. 

At the Labor Ministry in Ottawa 
I was told there is an ample sup- 
ply’of unskilled labdr but a scar- 
city of such skilled workers as 
shipwrights and metal tradesmen. 

“We give the trained craftsmen 
unskilled helpers and we train un- 
skilled men to do various parts of 
the job,” my informant said. “This 
year we're out to train 100,000 
workers, half in vocational schools 
and half in industrial plants.  Pro- 
portionately, this would mean i,- 
200,000 in the United States. We've 
had no trouble finding people for 
training; in fact, there are waiting 
lists. The geographic factor males 
our job harder. Out in the West, 
with wheat exports down and 
times slack, there are many people 
out of work, but in the big cities, 
where industry is concentrated, 
workers are hard to find. So one 
of our jobs is to move the. unem- 
ployed toward the schools and cen- 
ters of industry.” 

Two hundred thousand more 
workers, 75,000 of them skilled or 
semiskilled, will be absorbed in 
war industries this year, I was 
told. 

In the last analysis, I think the 
peaceful labor situation in Canada 
is due in a large measure to Prime 
Minister King’s twin policies of 
conciliation and education, with 
the -emphasis on the latter, He 
constantly has argued that “un- 
less the enslaved countries of 
Europe are restored to freedom, | 
there will be no prospect of . . . 
maintaining the standards of Ca- 
nadian life. . . . Free labor will 
have to compete with slave labor. 
- ... in a vain effort to maintain 
our standards, we will be driven to 
trade almost exclusively with our- 
selves. . . , We, too, will become 
the hewers of wood and the draw- 
ers of water for the new economic 
masters of the world.”

Hidden Stores. 


Officials assert. that there is 
enough rice in public and private 
granaries to feed everybody, but 
that the problem is to force it out 
of hiding. 

Much hinges on prospects for 
the next rice crop, due in October. 
Recent rains have improved the 
outlook, but food is still inade- 
quate. The shortage also is acute 
in three coastal provinces—Che- 
kiang, Fukien and Kwangtung— 
where it has been aggravated by 
the tightening of the Japanese 
blockade, but, fortunately: for 
China, other provinces have en- 
joyed better than average crops. 

Transport difficulties make it 
problematical whether anything 
like adequate amounts of food can 
be moved from areas of plenty to 
areas of want, and for the same 
reason there is little hope of im- 
porting enough food from abroad 
to change the picture.

Just like an 
American go-getter, these English- 
men said. 

But when Prime Minister 
Churchill came face to face with 
Britain’s wi eo shortage dur- 
ing ‘the Lowlands invasion of last 
May, he announced to the British 
people that. the man who would 
remedy it was Lord Beaverbrook. 

Some of Beaverbrook’s more 
fussy colleagues in the House of 
Lords may not have liked the se- 
lection. But Brtain’s “little man” 
read the news in Beaverbrook’s 
Daily which has . the 
largest circulation in the world— 
and remarked with satisfaction: 

“The Beaver gets things done.” 
‘Came Up the Hard Way.’ 

They knew of his Alger-hero 
rise from newsboy to multi-mil- 
lionaire; his acquisition of a seat 
in the House of Commons 10 days 
after his arrival in England from 
Canada in 1910; of his capacity to 
mingle with the peers of the realm, 
yet his affinity for the man who 
does not wear a top-hat; of his 
blunt and harsh orders to those 
who work for him and of the free- 
dom of his pant from labor dis- 
putes. 

“T came up the hard way,” Beav- 
erbrook once told a young M. P. 
“I fought my way up and made a 
lot of enemies. I'd like you to 
avoid that.” 

Beaverbrook was born William 
Maxwell Aitken, on. May 25, 1879, 
at Newcastle, New Brunswick, 


}Canada, the son of a Scotch min- 


ister, the Rev. William Aitken, He 


was educated in the public schools. 


there, and that was the limit of 
his formal schooling. 

He sold néwspapers, later in- 
surance, then went to work in a 
bank. The climax of his Canadian 
industrial-financial coups came 
with the merger of several cement 
companies in defiance of some of 
Canada’s most powerful financiers. 

With hig $5,000,000 he went to 
England and sat down ¢ one day in 


a railroad car next to the British 
statesman, Bonar Law. That train 
trip was the start of Beaverbrook’s 
political career. 

With Law’s heip he was elected 


Parliament that he also established 
soon after one of his closest and 


longest friendships, ‘that with 
Churchill. : 


Churchill is said to have handed 
his bridge hand to Beaverbrook, 
who had been watching the game 
ws the Admiralty House, and gone 

to the Admiralty to give the fleet 
mobilization order the night that 
Germany declared war on Russia 
in August, 1914. 

Beaverbrook, who meanwhile had 
repaid Law by maneuvering him 
into leadership of the Conservative 
party, went to France as the Gov- 
ernment’s observer of the Cana- 
dian army. 

This task, coupled with his par- 
Hamentary connections, enabled 
him to return to England and 
bring Law and Lioyd George to- 
gether in the coalition that unseat- 


ed the Asquith Government and 


made Lioyd George Prime Minis- 
ter. 

As a reward, Sir Max was made 
a@ peer, assuming the title of Baron 
Beaverbrook in 1917, 


Enters Cabinet. 


In 1918 he became Minister of 
Information, but he resigned in 
October because of poor health— 
he has asthma which today he 
frequently treats by stripping off 
his clothes and taking a sun bath 
in the garden of his country estate. 

There are Many who say Beaver- 
brook’s elevation to the peerage 
prevented his becoming Prime Min- 
ister. At any rate, he never held 
public office again until the cur- 
rent crisis called him back, 

Churchill and Beaverbrook dis- 
agree on foreign policy. The for- 
mer is an internationalist in his 
point of view; Beaverbrook an 
empire-first man who was influ- 
ential in the free trade within the 
empire policy established in the 
early thirties. 

But both see eye to eye in this 
respect: Hitler to them is a men- 
ace to the empire and Churchill 
concluded last May that without 
plane superiority the naval advan- 
tage he had been so. careful to 
maintain would be futile against 
the German war machine. 

So he called the “busy Beaver” 
out of private life to speed up air- 
craft prodtction. 


Orders Merger 


Within a few days after Beaver- 
brook took the post, he merged 
two of the largest airplane plants 
in England, the Nuffield and Vick- 
ers Supermarine, under one man- 
agement, despite the protests of 
their owners. 

He called on labor to give a 
seven-day week, and labor com- 
plied. He cleaned out of the min- 
istry so much deadwood that old- 
line politicians stood aghast. “Bea- 
verbrook’s fired more men in a 
few days than there are in the 
whole civil service. How does he 
do it?” a Cabinet colleague asked. 

He barked orders by telephone, 
disdained formal memoranda and 
slashed red tape.

in some places. But there is get- 
ting under way the miracle of 
armament output that was almost 
in sight in November, 1918. 


This American industrial ma- 
chine when geared to this pur- 
pose has no potential equal in all 
the rest of the world combined. 
The first trick is to get it tooled 
up and started. The second is to 
get it‘into balance. An airplane 
is no good without guns and ar- 
mor. Guns and armor are no good 
without proper ammunition. None 
of the armament is any good with- 
out trained pilots, observers and 
gunners. Getting far ahead in any 
of these indispensables is no good 
until the rest catch up. 


Take the example of our World 
War production of the famous 
French 75-millimeter field piece. 
The secret of that marvelous gun 
was the cradle or recuperator—a 
massive steel forging, yet as deli- 
cately machined as a watch for 
interior air and fluid chambers 
and ducts. The French engineers 
who brought us the drawings were 
sure that only skilled French arti- 
sans and never our mass-produc- 
tion methods could do that job 
and skeptical, too, about our abil- 
ity to machine the gun-tubes to 
their own fineness of rifling. 
Experiment Succeeds, 

As a proved performance, in: 
three separate factories—the Rock 
Island Arsenal, the Dodge Brothers 
Automobile and Otis Elevator 
plants—those “cradles” promptly 
began moving off the production 
lines with the speed and continuity 
of dressed hog in a Chicago pack- 
ing plant, where our peculiar in- 
stitution of modern mass produc- 
tion had its birth. Also in several 
plants new techniques were de- 
veloped which began piling up gun 
tubes in their stockyards like cord- 
wood, . 

Yet the charge is true that we 
delivered little American-made ar- 
tillery in France and had to buy 
that equipment thére, Why? Part- 
ly because production of the in- 
tricately difficult parts’of the gun 
was not balanced with what should 
have been the ridiculously easy 
ones—wheels and carriages. There 
was another incidental reason, 
that the French had passed the 
peak of their man-power and their 
peak production-power overlapped 
it. They had gun-manufacturing 
capacity that would otherwise have 
been idle and they preferred to 
have us furnish the steel forgings 
and other components as “replace- 
ments” and finish the guns them- 
selves. 


A similar story was true of 
many other munitions-— of shells, 
because while we got far ahead on 
forging and machining, we lagged 
on boosters and adapters and 
shell-loading plants — of airplanes 
because, while we attained great 
engine production, we never could 
settle on design. 


Success in 1918. 


But toward the end of 1918, the 
sky .was clearing everywhere. 
Things were getting into balance. 
In a few weeks the great Amer- 
ican industrial machine would have 
been disgorging munitions in such 
quantities and excellence as would 
have left no doubt of the outcome 
of any war. 

Our present program is equally 
unbalanced. ‘The lagging parts are 
ammunition, guns and tanks, espe- 
cially the heavier and more com- 
plicated ones. We shall be inef- 
fective. until balance is achieved

WASHINGTON, May 2 (AP)— 
— The Senate Agriculture Committee 
approved today Government crop 
loans on cotton, wheat, corn, to- 


bacco and rice on a basis of. 85 
per cent of parity prices. 

Earlier this week the House 
voted loans at 75 per cent of 
(Parity prices are prices 
figured to give a farm product the 
same purchasing power it mad in 
1904-to-1913.) 

Under the Senate ——— bill, 
farmers who complied with pres- 
ent control programs would re- 
ceive about 16 cents a pound for 
cotton, $1.15 a bushel for wheat 
and 87 cents for corn, this repre- 


,| senting the loan level plus pres- 


ent benefit payments. 

The _ Agricultural Depart ment 
previously had laid before farm 
leaders a proposal, like that ap- 
proved in the House, for loans at 
7% per cent of parity prices. The 
85 per cent rate was demanded by 
the American Farm Bureau Fed- 
eration and by Senator Bankhead 
(Dem.), Alabama. 

House Figure on Payments. 

Officials said the department’s 
proposal would limit appropria- 
tions for farm parity payments to 
the $212,000,000 recommended by 
the administration and approved 
by- the House, rather than the 
$450,000,000 voted by the Senate. 

Other new proposals made by 
the department included: 

That it be authorized to ex- 
change surplus farm products 
with other countries for relief dis-' 
tribution. 

That it be empowered to with- 
hold benefit payments and loans 
from farmers who fail to offer 
their tenants, sharecroppers or 
farm laborers “fair” rentirig, crop- 
ping or labor agreements, or fail 
to share “equitably” with such 
workers the proceeds from farm- 
ing operations. 

That benefit payments be au- 
thorized to encourage low income 
farmers to produce more livestock,

That crop insurance, now limited 
to wheat, be extended to cotton. 
The legislation also would  in- 
creasé the penalty for excess mar- 
keting of cotton from ~3 to 10 
cents a pound. :

Economical Menus 
By Meta Given 


HERE is supposed to be some- 

thing monotonous about meat 

loaf, and the housewife who 
serves it often may be reproached 
—but not by the people who have 
to eat it, if her repertoire is as 
varied as it should be. A good 
example of what surprising and 
pleasing things can be done with 
meat loa¥ is today’s recipe. The 
catsup in the etuffing really “does 
its stuff’ toward giving the loaf 
a zestful novelty.

Combine meats, the one teaspoon 
salt, pepper and, eggs. Mix bread- 
crumbs with remaining ingredients. 
Put about half of meat in a 


greased loaf pan (7%x3% inches) 


and make a depression in it. Add 
dressing and cover with remaining 
meat mixture. Hither bake it in 
the..loaf pan or unmold it onto a 
baking sheet, Bake in a moder- 
ately slow oven (325 degrees Fah- 
renheit) for one hour. Serve hot 


with onion sauce. Makes four 
servings.

URING the past few days you 

have been taught limbering, 

breathing, posture and refash- 
ioning exercises If you followed 
the instructions diligently (spend- 
ing from 10 to 20 minutes daily) 
you should begin to feel and show 
benefits. 

Test One: Stand sideview in 
front of a full-length mirror in 
good posture. Notice if you have 
that “slim-through” look at the 
waistline. Are your busts lifted? 
Is your head proudly poised? Is 
you abdomen held in and up and 
your spine -held erectly? And 
above all do you feel inches taller 
between the hips and the ribs? 

Unconscious good posture, if 
your body is limber, will do these 
things for your figure.

Afterward lie down 
flat on the floor for two or three 
moments of complete relaxation. 

Don’t trouble to weigh . yourself 
this week but do take your meas- 
urements and write them down— 
bust, waist, hips, upper thigh.

XCITING things are happening 
in this old town of ‘ours, or had 
Yes, of course, 
you've noticed that you no longer 
waken in the morning and turn 
over end go back to sleep, thinking 
it must be the middle of the night;

Despite the excellent lay of cards 
(spade queen dropping, producing 
five spade tricks, and the heart 
finesse “on”) declarer found it im- 
possible to make his contract. 

Many readers will (I hope) curl 
their lips at South’s hop, skip, and 
jump bidding that led to the 
atrocious contract, but the fact re- 
mains that this identical bidding is 
produced daily by thousands of 
other Souths. 

The essential error lies in the 
first response to the opening spade 
bid. The average player deliber- 
ately selects the underbid of two 
no trump with the unalterable in- 
gention of showing the rest of his 
values on a later round. He is 
fully aware that two no trump is 
an underbid, hence reserves for 
himself (as a sort of reward!) the 
privilege of overbidding on his next 
turn. I suppose he figures that 
these two actions balance each 
other, but he is dead wrong! His 
four no trump bid is conventional, 
hence forces the bidding to at 
least the five level, and his own 
“human nature” accounts for the 
final push to a slam, 

The entire difficulty is overcome 
by making the correct response 
originally. The proper bidding of 
North-South hands such as these is 
supremely simple, to wit: 

North East South West 
lspade Pass 3 no trum Pass, 

Now South has shown all his 
values and his distribution in one 
fell swoop, and need not worry 
about something left unsaid. His 
three no trump response announces 
precisely four honor tricks with 
4-3-3-3 distribution. Now it is up 
to North to carry on, if his hold- 
ing warrants it. He mentally “fits 
in” South’s values with his own. 
If his own hand requires only 
about four (five at most) quick 
winners from South in order to 
produce a slam, he bids again, 
otherwise he passes. 

With the actual hand, above, 
North would see that more than 
five winners would be needed from 
South, hence would accept the 
three no trump call as a final con- 
tract.

"VE been reading a fine, young 
book, Joyce ‘-Homer’s “Death 
Watch in China.” It was writ- 
ten during her days of wandering 
duty in the land of the lotus, and 
it is filled with the simple, ruth- 


- | less words of a fresh spirit who 


has seen and dared to tell the 
stark truth. 

Contrary to the ways of most 
youngsters, Joyce Homer puts on 
no frills. Here are China and 
Japan, as she knows and loved 
them both, wrapped in mortal 
combat. <And all the rest of us, 
whether we realize it or not, 
wrapped right with them. For the 
fever that has flamed into the 
“China Incident” burns in the 
heart of all this modern world— 
and the immemorial lassitude and 


*t| stupidity, which we all have per- 


mitted, stretch beside them for the 
burning. We—whatever our blood 
—are the victims of our own in- 
dulgence. And until we realize 
this, we are in for a terrible beat- 


For it-matters not how kind we 
are, or how charming, or how ef- 
ficient, or how law-abiding, we've 
come to the day of reckoning. 
Unless we can walk with life and 


| the: reality of our day, we 


are doomed, 


Here, in Joyce Homer’s book, is 
the story of that doom. .. . 
China’s dreaming. . . . China’s 
drifting. . . . China’s agony... . 
And then the slow emergence of 
her salvation. And here, though 
you hate to admit it, is the story 
of America as well. What a might 
o’ misery we'd.save ourselves if 
we'd recognize and face the fact! 

China was not a realistic nation. 
It Joved to lounge and laugh, drink 
fragrant tea and watch the plum 
blossoms flutter to the ground. It 
did not, would not, see that the 
day had come for much sterner 
action. Even while the thunder 
mounted the horizon and rolled 
over the plain, China would not 
see. Only when the rainstorm 
turned into flaming shrapnel, to 
destroy man and woman and un- 
born babes, would China see. But 
by that time it was almost too 
late. 


“We are creatures of conflict,” 
|says Bishop Chen in Joyce Ho- 
mer’s book. “Our past has deserted 


us. It was not good enough. We 


have only our present—and some- 


times the present deserts us too.” 

Creatures of conflict . . . be- 
wildered dreamers who have drift- 
ed too long, and who cannot real- 
ize the bristling challenge of grim 
reality which surrounds them. That 
was China. That is America, Thou- 
sands, millions of us, still dream- 
ing . . . thinking in terms of 1905 
or 1925. Hoping, waiting for “the 
good old days to come back.” 

But they won’t come back. . The 
times have changed, as they have 
always changed. Changed to fit a 
new and grimmer mold. And we 
must change with them, or be 
swept away just as those count- 
less larger, fierces brutes, who 
could not adapt themselves, were 
swept away when the great ice 
came crawling down. 

“We are creatures of conflict.” 
We are heirs to all the blunders 
of the human race; responsible for 
all its accumulated injustice and 
misery. It will not help as to dream
